FEARFUL DISASTER. 


A Shipwreck Near the Golden 
Gate—The Captain of the Ba- 
ker’s Beach Life Paving Station 
Drowned. 

The American ship E lizabeth went 
ashore Saturday evening at a point 
about four miles above the North 
Heads, just outside the Golden Gate, 
in a gale, and within an hour was a 
total wreck. The crew of twenty-six 
souls. were all lost excepting eight. 
Captain Colcord, commanding, who 
was lost. is said to be a brother of 
Governor Colcord. . His wife, daugh- 
ter and little boy were gotten off after 
much difficulty and saved by the tug 
boat Reliance. Three of the crew were 
picked up after hanging to the bottom 
of a boat for over an hour, and five 
more were rescued last evening. The 
gale is said to have been something 
fearful; waves rolled mountain high, 
and attracted a large crowd from San 
Francisco to the Cliff House to witness 
the sight. 

The Elizabeth was an American- 
built ship of 1,775 tons. She was 
rated £33 lls and was 120 days out 
from New York with a miscellaneous 
cargo consigned to Williams, Dimond 
& Co., of San Francisco. She was a 
wooden vessel, and owned by A. Hall 
of New York. 

The Captain of the Baker’s Beach 
Life Saving Station was also lost. He 
was in the stern of a life-saving boat 
steering acrew of eight men to the 
wreck. All were secured against be- 
ing washed overboard by the waves 
by the usual loop of life line. A short 
distance oat the tug Relief picked 
them up and gave them an outward 
tow to Point Bonita. Here the sea 
gave them such a smashing that they 
had to cut loose to avoid being dashed 
to pieces. No one knew where the 
wreck was, the tug Alert not yet bav- 
ing come in from a search for the 
wreck. 

Nothing was in sight anywhere, and 
the crew. found. themselves so utterly 
at the mercy of the wind and wave 
that a search was out of the-question. 

They turned back, and had pulled 
about a mile when the Alert came in. 
She informed the crew of the hope- 
lessness of endeavoring to reach the 
Elizabeth and gave them areturn tow. 
Captain Selovich s a course 
close to the north shore and drove his 
boat with ail the power of his engines 
in his anxiety to get to the city with 
news and his half-drowned passengers. | 

The racing speed and the tremen- 
dous sea on gave the life-saving crew 
a terrible ride. Their tow rope twisted 
like a log line; and néar Bald Blaff the 
boat turned completely over. She 
righted y sprue ord aud the crew, 
through their life-lines and a tight 
grip on the guowale, managed tokeep 
tneir places. 

Nearing Point Diablo the boat again 
rolled completely over and was in such 
a@ sea that these rotary ’.gymnastics 
were a matter of momentary occur-’ 
rence.

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State its just proportion of taxes, 
and to raise property to its cash - 
value and lower the tax levy. In 
ether words, double the value of 
the assessinent rolls for taxable 
purpose, and give as $50,000,000 
worth of taxable property instead 
of $25,000,000, levying the rate in 
proportion to our needs. 

Without any purpose of exciting 
any antagonism to the railroads, 
further than is necessary in self- 
defense of the rights of other tax- 
payers, and fully appreciating the 
importance of preserving the am- 
icablo relations now happily being 
established between the peopie of 
this State and the Southern Pacific 
Coa., we unhesitatingly say that the 
people should at once emphatically 
protest against the passage of this 
bill until they can secure from the 
railroads positive assurance that 
they (the railroads) will bea: their 
fair proportion in the general raise 
of assessments. :

‘| SING A THERMOMETER. 


Things Not Generally Known of 
Temperature-Testing Devices. 


There are some peculiarities about 
the ordinary thermometer that are not, 


t-} I think, as well understood as they 


should be. Every one knows, of course, 
that a thermometer is an instrument 
designed to measure temperature by 
the expansion of a quantity of mercury 
contained in a bulb with a fine stem. 
So, we hang up our thermometer in a 
convenient place, look at the fine thread 


| is 


of mercury when the humoroseizes us, | 


and say. that the temperature at that 


place is 60 degrees, 70 degrees or 80 de- | 


grees, as the case may be. 

The temperature of what? 

All that the thermometer really re- 
cords is its own temperature; that is to 


| say, the temperature of the mercury in 


its bulb. Now this mercury is inclosed 
in glass, which is a very poor conductor 
of heat. 

If a cold thermometer is put in a pail 
of hot water, although the mercury will 
begin to rise quite rapidly, its motion 
will gradually become slower until at 
last the column seems to be at rest at 
(say) 95 degrees. 

But the mercury is still rising imper- 
ceptibly, and later will be seen to stand 
at 954¢ degrees, or, perhaps 96 degrees. 
All this time the mercury is being 
warmed by the heat flowing from the 
hot water outside through the poorly 
conducting glass. 

This flow of heat becomes very slow, 
indeed, as the mercury approaches the 
temperature of the water, so that sev- 
eral minutes may elapse before the 
column of mercury becomes quite sta- 
tionary. When it does so, and not be- 
fore, the “treading” of the thermometer 
gives the true temperature of the water. 

If the thermometer is surrounded by 
air, the heating process is very much 
slower, and the mercury does not come 
to rest for along time. An ordinary 
house thermometer, when taken from a 
cold to a warm place, or vice versa, will 
not attain the temperature of the air 
surrounding it inits new position for 
many minutes. 

It will not do so at all except under 
favorable circumstances. 

Suppose, for example, that the air is 
quiet and the sun is shining brightly on 
the thermometer. Of course, the in- 
strument will be heated above the tem- 
perature of the air, just as astone ora 
piece of iron would be. Most thermom- 
eters are provided witha shield which 
shades the bulb from the sun’s rays; 
but the tube, the case of the instrument 
and the wall or post against which it 
hangs, are heated by the sun, and some 
of their heat is conducted to the mer- 


| eury through the glass. 


In order, then, to ascertain the tem- 
perature of the air (out of doors), it is, 
first of all, necessary to place the ther- 
mometer in the shade. 

But thisis not enough. Even in the 
shade the instrument may be sur- 
rounded by substances warmer than 
the air. 

In one direction is a patch of ground 
or a wall, on which the sun is shining 
brightly, in other directions are the 
All these 
heated objects radiate heat to the ther- 
mometer, and raise its temperature 
above that of the air. 

Even the shaded ground may be hot- 
ter or colder than the air, and in either 
case it will exert a disturbing influence. 
How can all these causes of error be 
avoided, and the true temperature of 
the air obtained? 

They can not be entirely avoided, but 
it is quite easy to diminish their effects 
so greatly that they are of no practical 
importance. It will be readily ,’seen, 
that if the air were a very good con- 
ductor of heat, the effect of the sun or 
other hot body upon the thermometer 
would be very slight, because the air 
which surrounds the thermometer 
would carry off the heat so rapidly, 
that the temperature of the mercury 
could never rise far above that of the 
air. 

But air is a very poor conductor—in- 
deed it can scarcely be called a con- 
ductor at all. Air cools hot bodies by 
the process called convection. The air 
in contact with the hot body becomes 
heated, expands, and, being lighter than 
the surrounding 
placed by the latter. This is heated in 
turn, and rises in the same way, and so 
a current of air is formed, which con- 


tinually carries heat from the hot body. | 


But this process is a very slow one, 
and the convection current is a very 
gentle breeze indeed. 

Hence a heated 
lyin still air. If the air is not still, 
hewever, but a brisk breeze is blowing, 
the cooling is much more rapid, as the 
wind changes the air about the hot body 
far more rapidly than a mere convec- 
tion current can do. Hence a thermom- 
eter exposed to a gale of wind will soon 


attain the temperature of the air very 


nearly and will remain practically at 
the air temperature, no matter what hot 
bodies in the vicinity are striving to 


o 


air, rises and is re-| 


body cools very slow- 


the wind as fast as it arrives. ‘tn thc 
absence of a natural gale, itis only neces- 
ary to create an artificial one with a 
bellows or a fan. | 

But it evidently does not matter 
whether the air moves rapidly across 
the thermometer or the latter moves 
rapidly through the air, and hence it 
suffices to attach the instriment to a 
short cord and swing it rapidly around 
in a circle. < 

This arrangement is called a “sling 
thermometer,’ some form of which is 
generally used for measuring air-tem- 
peratures accurately. 

A few simple experiments with a 
cheap house-thermometer—I say a 
‘‘cheap” one; because it is just possible 
that it may be smashed at the beginning 
of the experiments—will show the sur- 
prising effect of rapid motion through 
the air. 

On a hot summer day the thermom- 
eter, hanging on a sunny porch, may 
stand at 120 degrees. Of course the air 
has no such high temperature as this, 
and if you take down the thermometer 
and hang it up in the shade it will grad- 
ually come to nearly the true tempera- 
ture of the air—perhaps 80 degrees or 
90 degrees. This.descent of the mercury 
will take a long time, but if in- 
stead of simply hanging the ther- 
mometer up you tie a string to it 
and whirl it violently around your 
head it will reach its final temperature 
in a very few minutes. Even if the 
whirling is dene in sunshine and with 
great rapidity the direct effect of the 
sun’s rays will be very small and the 
instrument will soon record (very near- 
ly) the temperature of the air at that 
place, which may on a calm day be a lit- 
tle lighter than that of the air in the 
shade. 

Even a. thermometer which hangs 
constantly in a shaded place, far from 
any very hot or very cold bodies, does 
not as a rule correctly indicate the tem- 
perature of the air at the time of obser- 
vation. For the temperature of the air 
almost continually changing—at 
times very rapidiy—and the thermome- 
ter, as is evident from what has been 
said, will not follow these changes at 


| all closely unless the wind is blowing 


hard. 

Within doors, too, and especially in 
winter, the temperature of the air may 
change rapidly, and the heat radiated 
from human bodies, lamps and stoves 
affects the thermometer. 

In .all cases, therefore, the ‘‘sling”’ 
method must be used, if we wish to 


know the true temperature of the air. 


But, it may be asked, why confine our 
attention to the temperature of the air? 
The sun’s rays, the radiation from 
stoves, etc., affect ws as well as the 
thermometer. 

If the thermometer feels warm in the 
sunshine, why not let it say so, as we 
do ourselves? 

Simply beause the effect of radiated 
heat on the thermometer gives no reli- 
able indication of its effect. on  our- 
selves, nor are all thermometers, even, 
affected alike. 

Two perfectly correct thermometers 
which agree when ‘“‘slung”’ together in 
the shade, or when immersed in a pail 
of water, may differ greatly when hung 
up in the sunshine. For the amount of 
solar heat absorbed by the instruments 
varies with their sfze and shape, the 
quality and thickness of the glass and 
the character of the ease. To say that 
the thermometer stands at 100 degrees 
in the sun gives no valuable informa- 
tion to anybody who does not know all 
about your thermometer and -the place 
where it hangs. The temperature of 
the air is allthat the house thermom- 
eter can be expected to indicate, and it 
will not indicate this truly unless the 
above-mentioned precautions are taken.

RIDING A GIRAFFE. 


The Strange Sight Witnessed by Sports- 
men in Africa. 

On one occasion two sportsmen in 
Africa witnessed a strange sight. They 
were on horseback and had ridden a 
few miles up a small stream in search 
of game, and they had arrived at a 
thick belt of forest, when they were 
startled by the sound of breaking 
branches and the unmistakable rushing 
of some heavy animal through the 
thicket. 

Both men looked to their rifles, and 
then drew rein to watch the issue. A 
few seconds only had elapsed when two 
full-grown giraffes were seen to break 
from the thicket and strike out at full 
gallop for the plain beyond. 

But the two hunters were quite un- 
prepared for the extraordinary sight 
that met their gaze as. the wild creat- 
ures flew past them. A large leopard 
had bounded on the back of one of 
them, while still in the forest, and was 
now seated firmly on its shoulders, 
tearing at the poor animal’s neck with 
the savage ferocity of its kind. 

The other giraffe, mad with terror, 
soon left its companion far behind. The 
sportsman’s dog now joined in the 
chase, following close upon the heels of 
the enfeebled anir.al, already tottering 
to its fall. ‘Soon they overtook it and 


began barking at his heels, but the gi- 


raffe did not.give in without one strug- 
gle. 

Lifting one of its hoofs, it dashed it 
baekward with unerring aim, striking 
down the foremost dog and throwing it 
several yards tothe rear.
